military installations in Prenzlau. ine strength 

estimate in the present report that about 4,000 soldiers were stationed 

in the two instellations seems to have been exagrcrated as, according to 

the reference renort, the units there number from 3,000 to 3,500 men 

with the T/T as basis. The observation of 16Q-nn mortars corresponds 

to observations mace in other military posts of tank ani mechanized di- 

visions such as Neuruppin, Neustrelitz and Nagdebure.
